Looii "L,«plce" Bacluat«r wa» born in Njtw York City 
on FobTUUu:y.4*>ISS7i tlio son of Barnott Bachaltor* wko had com* to 
America from Rassia amd operatod a hardware ehop on th« lower East 
Side of New York City. Hie mother was refined and well educated* and 
one sister was a school teacher. His brothers included a dentist and a 
rabbi. In his youth. Buchalter attended the public schools and assisted 
his father in the operation of the hardware store until hie father's death 
in 1909- Later, the family moved to Brooklyn. After completing grade 
school in 1910, Bachalter obtained employment as a salesman for a concern 
engaged in distributing theatrical goods. 

CRIMINAL. CAREER ; 

Bachalter was first arrested on September 2* 191S, on a 
charge of barglary. Released by the grand Jury, he was ncict arrested in 
Jannary, 1916» on a similar eharge, but he was again releaeed. His first 
real brash with law enforcement came the following month, when he was 
arrested at Bridgeport, Connecticut, charged with the theft of a grip from 
an automobile. Following his conviction, he was sentenced to the Connecticut 
Reformatory at Cluishirei Conaeetieut, where he was received in May. 2916. 

For the next dozen years Bachalter wa* in and out of prison 
on ttumerous occasions, being arrested on charges inoluding. burglary, armed 
robbery, grand larceny and consorting with criminals. During this time, 
he became closely associated with Jacob Shapiro, and the aoterioue careers 
of the two were diosely allied thereafter.

Daring the early 1930'a, Bachalter and Sh^»iro turned to the 
Ineratlve rackets M^iieh were plaguing the entire New York area. In the 
years that followed, they boilt a criminal empire seidw^u matched in 

annals of racketeering. The activities of their mob became the subject 
i headline after headline in the metropelitan dailies. With the typical 
■weapoae of their ilk, they attacked the poultry, fur, artichoke and clothing 
industries. Brutality, violence, intimidation and vandalism were their 



K«<^°— 2;^stoek in trade as they moved in on flourishing buslaessee. Lead pipes, 
sizoo eteneh bombs, bullets and strong»armed bandits were the tools they used. 
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It was soon obvious that it was far less painful to give th« outlaws thoir 
"cut" than to defy tb«xa» One New York man, sitting quietly at home, was 
approached by a stranger carrying a folded newspaper. Net a word was 
spoken as the intruder took from the newspaper a bottle of acid which he 
dashed into the face of the izmocest victim, leaving him seriously burned 
and scarred for life. The owner of a business in Mew 3eca^learned the 
ways of the racketeers when his plant was bombed. Boehalter's hirelings, 
armed with iron pip4ia wrapped in newspapers and with guns, staged a 
daring attack on the headquarters of a onion while a meeting was in prog1^ess. 
Another enemy of tAe rackets was found in a ditch in Detroit* tied securely 
in a jackknife. position. 

Once established as a kingpin of this vicious empire^ 
Louis Buchalter fotmd it convenient and undeubtedly much safer to retire 
behind the scenes. He became one of the wealthiest of men^ living in 
svmptnetuf luxury and directing his reign of terror from afar. 

Although arrested on many occasions, he seemed to be 
immune to punish'nent. Finally, iiowever, towards the end of 1936, 
aothoritiee started to close in. In November of that year he was convicted, 
with SkMpixo, for violation of tiw Federal antitrust laws. The following 
August, Buchalter and Shapiro were ^dieted, with 14 others, by a grand 
Jury of New STork City for conspiracy to extort moipy from clothing menu* 
facturers. With a long list of other charges about to be leveled against him, 
Bochilter decided go into hiding. He dropped oat of sight, but while 
continuing the tremendous investigations necessary to bring him to Justice, 
authorities directed their attention to bis henchmen. Federal and local 
grand juries began studying in detail the methods and records of the 
racketeers. Bachalttr'e underworld associates were being forced to appear 
in court. Big shot mobsters in various parts of the United States were 
summoned to appear before grand Juries. In short, "the heat was on. " 
The hoodlums facing the grand Juries realised that the whole illegitimate 
empire was ernmhling^ with Buchalter a^arentty aboot to eqoirm est 
from under it. New York authorities, however, had not forgotten him. 
They issued a $25,000 reward for him, dead or alive. The investigation 
of the FBI to locate Buchalter was intensified, and the pressure from the 
underworldfor Buchalter' « appearance aaounted* Finally, in August, 1939, 
Buchalter found that he ceuid no longe)^ Iwde, and he wa« forced to give 
himself t» the FBI. 

PISPOSITIOK : 

On December 20, 1939t Iiouis Buchalter was convicted upon 
the first of ten iadictmente in U. S. District Court in New York City. 



Two w«ek« lat«r h» entered pleas of guilty to the nine remaining Federal 
indictznenti. He was sentenced to 14 years in prison and placed on 
probation for ten additional years. Other charges, including some for 
conspiracy, harboring, narcotics and antitrust violatlens, still remained 
to be disposed of. In March, 1940. he was found guilty oa 15 counts of 
an indictment by the General Sessions Court in New York City, for which 
he was sentenced to a term of from 30 years to life, to be served upon 
completion of his Federal sentence. He commenced the latter term at 
Leavenworth Penitentiary in April, 1940, but the law had not finished with 
Louis Buchalter. He was later found guilty of murder in Kings County, 
New York, and on March 4, 1944, he died in the electric chair at Sing Sing.

The New York Office has conducted an extensive investigation 
on the Dress Industry and advised the Bureau by letter on July 3, 1936 
that the Dress Industry investigation would be completed in approximately 
slz or eight weeks, "niis investigation, however, has failed to develop 
any infoimatlon definitely connecting Buckhalter with the alleged 
racketeering activities in this Industiy. 

A news article in the New York ionerican appeared on April 30, 
1956, which was entitled "The Garment Racket Drive Opens", and stated in 
substance that racketeers moved into the office of Arthur Saffer, Inc., 
1239 Broadway, which is a men's clothing concern, and compelled him to 
be banker and pay off men for them. The article qtioted Murray I, Gurfem, 
who is Special Prosecutor Dewey's assistant as follows: "Starting his 
contacts ;.Lrcu^ personal friends, differ was drawn in by Louis Buckhalvox< 
alias Lepke and Charles alias Jacolf^hapiro, until he could not extricate 
himself from his criminal associates. Lepke and Shapiro, known as^^Guirah, 
simply made their headquarters at Saffer's offices installing their 
heachmsn idio terrorized business men of the gazment district". 
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t The files regarding the investigation of the case entitled 
•»TEEbl3R DBESSIKG INVESTIGATION, ANTITRUST" reflect that the investiga- 
tion was predicated upon a complaint received from the TAN-DYE-WAY 
CCEPCEATION, located at 465 Straight Street, Peterson, New Jersey, 
on December 8, 1931, against the KimSSATKA TOR DYEING. CaRPORATION; 
THE ICELAND FUR DYEING CO.; THE PHILIP SINGSSl & ERO«; TBE GREAT 
NORTBERN FUR DYEING & DRESSING CO.; and THE IIENDOZA FUR DYEING WORKS, 
INC., all of New York City. The complainant and the five corporations 
complained of are conipetitors in the business of dyeing rabbit skins; 
that their customers are jobbers who deal in rabbit skins, buying them 
in a raw state, sending them to the dyers for dyeing, and then selling 
them in a dressed condition to clothing manxif aeturers • The complaint 
made was that these five corporations notified the Jobbers in attendsnce 
that unless all of their dyeing work ?ras given to one of the said five 
corporations no credit would be extended to them and that if they gave 
any. work whatever to the complainant, not only would no credit be 
extended to them, but none of their work would be accepted. Through 
the investigation of this complaint is information obtained that a 
great number of the concerns in this industry were doing the same thing 
and also hiring gangsters to establish their strong-arm tactics. 

As a result of these investigations a United States Grand Jury 
in the Southern District of New York returned two indictments on November 
6, 1933, against a large number of business firms and individuals, 
together with two labor unions of this industry, charging them with a 
violation of the antitrust laws, in that by their agrements and tactics 
they were acting in restraint of interstate commerce. Bench warrants 
were issued for all defendants on November 9, 1933* 

Louis Buckhalter was made a defendant in both indictments and 
on November £2, 1933, he es)peared before United States District Judge 
Robert A. Ipch, and was arraigned, Buckhalter pleading not guilty on 
both indictments, his bail being set for $2500.00 and $5,000.00, 
respectively. On June U, 1934, Buckhalter was called before Judge 
Hfilliam Bondy and wa^ requested to give a new bail, there being a 
quep*^^on e*; to tb© o ld. one, and at this time his bail was reduced in 
the FUR DRESSERS FACTCH CORPORATION, et al case to $3,000.00. Included 
in the terns of the ball bonds was a prohibition against leaving the 
Jurisdiction without the pexmission of the coiurt. The Bureau was 
infomed by letter on August 5, 1935 that there had appeared articles 
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In the newspapers on August 1st and 2nd, 1935, by the New York Bureau 
Office, that Buckhalter had sailed for Europe, The two above stated 
cases were called for trial on August 12, 1935, and at that time 
J, Arthur Adler, attorney for Buckhalter, advised the court that his 
client was presently in CeirlBbad, Czechoslovakia, for his health. 
Federal Judge Hayes, Southern District of New fork forfeited the bond 
of Buckhalter, subject to being reinstated if he surrendered himself 
to the United States I^Iarshal, Ilew York City, by September 3, 1935, 
the case being continued imtil tbat date. 

On September 3, 1935, Buckhalter and his family arrived in 
New York City aboard the S,S, Berengaria from Havre, France. It is 
presumed he was reinstated by the court on this date since the files 
made no mention of. the matter. 



In a memorandum from i^sistant Attorney General Dickinson , 
dated December 10, 19S5, he stated that these two indictments above 
referred to are probably the only two pending against this man; that 

C ommissioner of Police Valentine of New York classed Buckhalter as 

among the nine most notorious and dangerous crim inals in the countryf" 
and that the proof available against him is comparatively siignt, this 
being due primarily to the fact witnesses who presumably could give 
the desired testimony are afraid to do so. This ease is still pending, 
having been continued from time to time by the United States Attorney's 
office. 

It is to be noted that Jacob Shapiro alias OurTah's name has 
been associated with that of Buckhalter all through the investigations 
that the Bureau has conducted in the Garment Industry. He too, was 
indicted in the same cases as Buckhalter, but investigations thus far 
have failed to supply any tangible evidence which would assure a 
prosecution in bebalf of the Govemmsnt.

Our invostigation has disclosvjd tha't Louis Buchalter 
has opor-'ited in New York City una vicinity anu poaiioases a 
crininal record dating back to 1916. Starting &s a ainor hood- 
lua, BuchjEilter arose in prooinence in the underworld until he 
was the boss, racketeer of New York City, controlled his own 
organ tuat ion -of strong-era nen and gunmen, which was believed 
to ntimber froa two to five hundred, and collected millions of 
dollars from the legitimate businessnen of the city. 
Buchalter had a long list of acquaintances and a wide range of 
connections in the criisinal mderworld, and was spoke.-* of as 
the Row York contact for nembers of the Berker-Karoife ganc, the 



kidnapers of £jd*J:rd George Dresaar, and for Veme Hlller and 
his Rssociftteo. Miller, who was killed in a gangland foud, 
together with Charles "Pretty Boy" Fioyd and Adaa Richetti, 
perpetrated the Kansas City Uassacre. "Lepice" is also be- 
lieved to have been Interustod In the operation of dog 
tr'icxa and slot machines throughout the country. His laain 
source of revenue, hovever, was the so-called rackets 
operated in New Xor^c City, which, under his naniifrdment, 
threatened to becoae a peraanent parasite on industry, 

Iiouis Buchalter, alias "Lepke", waii bom in New York 
City on February 12, 1S97. He is n/irritd and has one adopted 
son, eighteen years old. He w£s firet arrested in Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, on Februti;ry 29, 1916, and on a chargu of theft 
received an indetei-niinate sentence in xhe State Eeforaatory 
at Cheshire, Connecticut. He was released on parole froa that 
Institution un Juj.^- _ , 1917, -odcondeti on Jul;, TJJ, ill?, and 
a vr&rrcmt which was issued »as never executed. On Septesiber 
23, 1917, on a chai-ga of {>rand larceny, he received a sentence 
of o year and a half w'lich he served in iiing Sing Prison, 
Auburn Prison, and Great Ueado* Prison, beiut; discharged froa 
the latter on January 27, 1919. He; rt;turnec to Clng Sing on 
June /?1, 1920, to serve a two and a half year sentence for 
attonpted burglary, and was released on p:>.role on March 16, 
1922. Froa that date until Noveaber 21, 1933, whan he wc.s 
arrested for violation of the Antitrust Lews, Buchalter was 
arrested on eleven other occasions, for such offenses as 
assault, robbery, burglarj', and hoaicide, but oech tine the 
charges were dismissed.

AARON L, SAPIRO organized the liolaska Company, of 
which company MOE DAVIS, of Cleveland, Ohio, was 
reported to have been the head. MOE DAVIS is 
allegedly a friend of BUCHALTER. 

AARON L. SAPIRO is a nationally-known labor attorney, and 

his name has recently appeared in the papers on the Vfest Coast because of 
his testimony for the Government at the deportation hearing of HARRY j BRIDGES. 
He was intorviewed at his office at 629 South Hill Street, telephone IMIchigan 
,4451, on July 24, 1939, and advised that before coming to the West Coast, he 
had had an office in New York City at 5OO Fifth Avenue from 1927 to 1935J.n 
that city, but that during that time he was..also engaged in practice in 
Chicago, Illinois. During these years he stated he v/as nationally known as 
an expurt in cooperative marketing and was well-v^rsod In the agricultural 
needs. Some time in 1931 or 1932 he stated he v^ij approached at his office 
in llevi York City by one JACKJDREW and another mar v;hose name he could not 
recall; that DREiV was ganoral manager of the Molaska Company of Cleveland, 
Ohio. DREW consulted SAPIRO with respect to his product which was a pow- 
dered form of molasses; and SAPIRO stated that he realized the tremendous 
field this product would have if it could be manuiactured on a commercial 
basis. He stated that he had made a trip to Cleveland, Ohio, to visit their

SAPIRO snrtoi that at this time he met KOS DAVIS, who, either 
fM himself or some frioPi^. rut some money into this companyj however, ths 
ide" did not turn out to be '"'.ccessful and the company was disbanded. He 
rotated that he only saw MOr; ^AVIS on two or three occasions, and th?t he 
kpo,/ nothing about his cthn r.t .mictions except that he thought hs v;as a 
g.'"Rblsr at Cleveland, Ohio. '.Is -vas positive in his statement that BUCH.\LTER, 
to his knov;ledge, had no intrir'^Et in this firm, which he said, was represented 
in Ohio by BkRl McINTYRE, cdthei' a State Senator or Agsemblyman from Cleve- 
land. 

However, S'vPIR'^ •x-lmittsd that he knsw BUCHALTER. He stated 
that while he had his ofTj.c..' in ?Jiv/ York City from 1927 to 1935, he had 
employed as his secretary on. GERTRUDE BLOOM, now MRS. iiAURICE ROSEUAN, of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvar,!.-! . On one occasion, he stated she introduced him 
to BUCHALTER, whom h'i had ebaerved talking to MISS BLOOM in his office. After 
bUCHALTER left, MISS BLOCM advised him that he was her uncle, and admitted 
to him that BUCHALTER a::s "in the rackets" in New York City, and that the 
family did not have much to do with him. SAPIRO said that he could not 
remember what year this was, but he indicated that BUCHALTER had stopped 
in to see MISS BLOOM several times, and his only interest in seeing her was 
to inquire as to how she w.-\£ and how other members of the family were. He 
also at times attempted to have her take some money from him, but SAPIRO 
stated MI&S BLOOU always refused. 

SAPI-iO said that he has not seen BUCHALTER for years, and 
knows nothing of any other connections of his. He specifically requested 
that it never be made known to MISS BLOOM that he had ever mentioned her 
name.

and did not recognize BUCHALTER' S stand-up picture, s^atin^ th^t when he 
saw him BUCH/iLTER was alvrays immaculately dressed and th-'t there was never 
any semblance of a beard or whiskers on his face; hov/ever, he stated that 
the profile on the photograph which bears No. ^6,OL3 does resemble BUCHALTER 
as he recalls him.

However, v.'hep it Ann- 
tic nod that ZWILp/AN was known to be a friend of JEAN HARLO",V, TRIPPFrT ad- 
vicid that he arid his wife had been very good friends of hers, and that he 
h-Ho secured JEAN HARL0'i7'S divorce from HAROLD ROSSON. He said that JEAN 
HARLCW had visited at his home very often, and particularly after he left 
his home, JEAN had stayed vdth his wife on several occasions. It would, 
bherefore, appear that prob-^bly tha call to TRIPFETT'S residence by LCNG 
was for JEAN HARLOWj and it i.-; recalled by the writer that the file in this 
case indicates that during ihs time LONG was in Hot Springs at the Arlington 
Hotel, he sent a telsgram to fL'-.RINO BELIiO, stepfather of JEAN HARLOW, saying 
that he would call their home. 



Through appropriate contacts it was ascertained that CRest- 
view No. 11638 had formerly been assigned to URS..E. SIEGEL, wife of BEN 
SIEGEL, and had been discontinued on December 15, 1936. Shortly after this 
tiine the number WOodbury 6207^ was assigned to th.e SIEGEL residence. It is 
thus evident that MOE DAVIS called BEN SIEGEL on the above-mentioned dates. 



FRIEDA ZUCK was found to be still employed at the 20th Century 
Fox Studios in the Script Department, where she can be reached on Extension 
1118. She was interviewed on July 28, 1939, at the studio, and said that

MISS ZUCK stated that she could furnish no more information 
th?r sh^i^^^^ei^o Agents as previously set out in the report of Special ^ 
A^^rr.t^jHmHr dated at Los Angeles, California, May 2, 1933, at which 
*-.ino d^^tol^a^^ne knew. It appears that she did tell the truth in that 
interview, as her statements have been corroborated through other investi- 
gations in this case. 

MISS ZUCK stat3d that after having been interviewed before, 
she went back to New York because of the death of her mother and was there 
about six weeks, during which time, her time was fully taken up with her 
mother's affairs, and that she did not see BETTY BUCHALTER, who did not 
come to. the funeral. She stated she, of course, saw DJMANUEL BUCHALTER, 
who is married to her sister, RHEA, but that no mention was made of the 
Subject. She said that she had then returned to Kollyv;ood and resumed her 
employment at the studio, and has had no connection with anyone she met 
while BUCHALTER was here in Los Angeles in 1934. She also said that quite 
frequently she corresponds vdtli her sister, with whom she is very close, 
but has not corresponded with BETTY BUCHALTER, although she admitted she is 
a good frisnd of hers. 

She said that on Kay 26, 1939, she went back East for the 
unveiling of her mother, the expenses having been paid by her father, who 
wanted all of the fandly at hone. She remained there until July, returning 
to California on July 13, 1939, and said that she had seen BETTY BUCHALTER 
on two- or three occasions while in New York the last trip. She said th:t 
the only mention made of the Fugitive was v/hen MISS ZUCK told BETTY that 
she had been questioned about Subject and BETTY told; her not to v/orryj that 
"they" could do nothing to her, and to tell thera the truth. Slie sad that 
BETTY said she would like to know something about Subject, herself, as 
she has received no news of him since he disappeared. MISS ZUCK stated that 
she believed this was true as anyone who knew BETTY BUCHALTER before her 
husband became a fugitive could^see .thg.jlifference in her at this time. 
She indicated that she did not know where BETTY got hsr money on which to 
live, and said she would not ask her, assuming that she probably had money 
saved. MISS ZUCK further indicated that she did not try to pry into BETTY'S " 
affairs as she considered it none of her business; and that she did not want 
to become involved in this case any more than she already is. 

She was questioned about any relatives of BUCHALTER in this 
vicinity and said that she kneiv of none. She vias questioned as to whether 
she knew GERTRUDE BUm, mentioned above, and stated that she did, but had 
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not o^en her for ten or twglva years, and that GERTRUDE BLOOM was a niece 
of .BUCHALTER''S through one of BUCHALTER'S father's previous marriages. She 
added that BUCHALTER'S father had been married three times, and that the 
family tree was all mixed up. An effort was made to have her go int-^ bhe 
family tree of the BUCHALTERS, but she stated that she could not because, 
after all, her relationship was simply through her sister's raarriag9, and 
th'-; feyf relatives she did know were only those she had met at her siitar's 
ho'.'.ss and many of these she had not seen for years. She reiterated that 
r^he ^TOuld, through some source, advise this office if she received any 
information concerning Subject, but that if her relatives ever found out, 
she could never forgive herself.

STerling 2160, Pasadena, California, which was called, is 
the residence telephone number of PHIL REGAN, mentioned in this case as a 
friend of SIBGEL'S and "DOC- KARRIS, said niimber now having been changed 
to SYcaraore 7-2160. 



On July 5, 1938, MRS. REGAN called 7331, exchange not given, 
to BENJAMIN LEVEN, New York Life Insurance Company, Hollyvrood. It was 
ascertained that Hollywood 7331 is the nvunber of the New York Life Insurance 
Company. 

Ihe records of the Retail Merchants Credit Association show 
that BENJAMIN LEVEN has bean employed by the above firm for six or seven 
years as a salesman having previously been in the Advertising Department 
of a 'Boston, Massachusetts, Sunday newspaper, and also for the HEARST papers 
in San Francisco, California; and had been a member of an advertising firm 
in New York City in 1923. The file indicates that he was the leading insuranc 
writer for the country in 1936; and that in 1923 in San Francisco, California, 
he went through bankruptcy, listing $123,873.00 in debts and assets of $250.00. 
The confidential section of this report indicates th^t he was formerly the 
president of the Morosco Holding Company in New York City, and in 1925 was 
reputed to have been under Federal indictment for using the mails to defraud 
in connection with the above firm, wherein promotions resulted in a loss of 
$2,500,000.00 to the stockholders.

Jacob "Gurrah" Shapiro surrendered to Federal Authorities on 
April 14, 1938, in New York, after being a fugitive frcn justice for 
legs than a year. During that time every known associate and contact 
was investigated to determine if they v;ere in comunication v-lth hin. 
Relentlessly the forces of lav/ and order v;ere seeking to drive Lir. cut 
into the open. Shapiro stated the Federal Bureau of Investigation v;as 
hunting him wherever he went and under the circumstances it v/as like being 
in jail, thus he surrendered. 

His associate of many years, Louis "Lcpke" Buchalter, v^-as going 
to see how he made out, {Shapiro related to Special Argents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, before he decided to surrender. Sixteen months 
'later Buchalter followed suit, briaping to a close a manhunt that en- 
circled the continental United States and extended into Mexico, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, England, Canada, France, Puerto Rico and Carlsbad, Germany. 
Summary reports alone succintly setting forth contacts of Shapiro and 
Buchalter, number over a thousand pages, to say nothing of the thousands 
of reports of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation working 
in every section of the United States, > 

Over a period of years the activities of this gang have been the 
subject of headline after headline in the' Metropolitan dailies, announcing 
some new depredation._ Industrial racketeers, never hesitant to enforce 
their mandates- with- lead pipes,- stench bombs, brickbats and bullets, ' rr'.'!': 
Shapiro and Buchalter headed a modern gang of desperadoes whose brutality 
and vandalism equalled that of the Huns of old. Millions of dollars were 
exacted as tribute by the paid enforcers of Shapiro and Buchalter. Both 
had a flair for organization, combined with considerable business acumen, 
rivalling that of big business and industrial executives. Their underworld 
empire extended from coast to coast. Old associates still occupy pinnacles 
of authority in various sections of the country, while others hiding behind 
the garb of pseudo-respectability nurihure their egos with their ill-gotten 
gains. 
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Personal History and Background of 
Louis "Lepko" Buchalter 

Louis Buchalter was born in New York City on February 6, 1897, 
the son of Barnett Buchalter, v/ho emigrated to America from Russia and 
operated a hardv/are shop in the neighborhood of Ebscx Street, on the 
lower East Side of New York City. His mother, Rose Buchalter, who is 
well over seventy years of age, is presently residing vdth her daughter. 
As a result of her first marriage Buchalter 's mother had four children, 
Buchalter 's father had previously been twice married, having four children, 
also. Buchalter has tvra full brothers. 

In his youth Buchalter attended public school through the 
sixth gradn and then attended public school #62, V/hilc attending the 
latter he assisted his father in the operation of his hardware store, until 
his death in 1909. Follov^ir^ his father's death, the family moved to 
Brooklyn, New York, v;here they were supported largely by Buchalter 's half- 
sister* While residing in Brooklyn, Buchalter attended public sohocl at 
54th Street and Sixth Avenue, conplotirig his grade school ooursb in 1910.- 

He was first employed after leaving school, as a salesman for 
a concern engaged in selling theatrical goods, such as spangles, tights 
and cost^imes and also handling imported Austrian chandeliers, which were 
then in fashion. 

Among Buchalter 's brothers were a dentist and a rabbi. 

Buchalter v/as first arr.istcd on September 2, 1915, on a charge of 
burglary. He was released by the Grand Jury, after being held eighteen days. 
He was next arrested January 12, 1916, on a charge of burglary, being re- 
leased two days later. His first real binish with law enforcement occurred 
on February 29, 1916, when he vi?.s arrested under the alias of Louis Kauvcr, 
at Bridgeport, Connecticut, on a charge of theft, Byichalter in discussing 
this particular charge stated he \vas accused, together with individuals 
whose names he did not wish to disclose, of the theft of a salesman's 
hand grip out of his automobile and following his conviction, he was sen- 
tenced to the Connecticut Reformatory at Cheshire, Connecticut, v/hich at 
that time was an-^unwallcd ingtitutiorr. He was received at the Connecticut 
Reformatory on Ifeiy 18, 1916, to serve -his indeterminate sentence and v/as 
released on parole on July 12, 1917, although Buchalter claims he served 
less than two months before he was placed on parole. He absconded on July 
23, 1917 and a parole violator warrant was issued but never executed and 
was later dismissed by the Board of Parole on December 9, 1931, The records 
reflect that Buchalter and his companions stole tvro suitcases containing 
sanples of jewelry which were left by a salesman outside the doonvay of. a 
store, these samples being valued at about 5>500, 
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At the time of his release he was furnished a jcb as an auto- 
mobile painter ^nd continued in this capacity for some time thereafter.

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On April 28, 1917, Buchalter was -'.rrosted in New York City on - 
charge of grind larceny, second degree, .md cn January 11, 191S, was sen- 
tenced to serve one and one-half years at Sing Sing. He subsequently wns 
transferred to the Auburn Prison ar.d discharged on Jr-Jiunry 17, 1919. 
Buchalter refers to this v-irrest as "one for the- possession of n pack-igfji. 
On April 23, 1919, Buchalter was arrested for an attempted burglary in 
New York but was dischrirged tv/o days later. On January 22, 1920 he was 
arrested on a charge of attempted burglary, third degree and was sen- 
tenced to two and one-half years at Sing Sing, v-tierc he v.-as received on 
June 21, 1920. He was released on paroln on If'.rch 15, 1922 and dischnrgcd 
from parole upon expiration of his sentence on Eecembcr 19, 1922. Buchalter 
in discussing this offense claims ?ie was intercepted, \i±th Mike Wciderman, 
deceased, and Willie Goldman, while entering a silk housn on 22nd Street, 
New York City, where they vrere perpetratint, a burglary. Buchalter con- 
tends that he "came out flat", meaning he was not placed on parolo, al- 
though the records indicate he was paroled. On September 11, 1925, 
Buchalttr was arrested on a charge of robbery but was discharged on 
December 12, 1925. 

On October 19, 1925, Buchalter was arrested with "Jacob Shapiro, 
in connection with the Fish r/iarket stick-up. Ho r<.-latcd cn this occasion 
he was in the vicinity of this bus servic- operated by Jaccb Shapiro and 
Shapiro was laughing at his, Buchalter 's, plight and th--. arresting officer 
informed Shapiro to go along, toe. This Vv-as the first time fiuchaltor and 
Shapiro were arrested together and they were later released. In this c:in- 
nection it is pointed out that Buchalt<?r always refers tc Shapiro ■'•ffrc- 
tionately as "Charlie". 

On October 25, 1927, Buchalter clairris he and Shapiro voluntarily 
appeared for quristioning in connection with the murder of Jacob "Little 
Augie" Orgen, vfhom they had known for several years. They wero held for 
investigation and discharged on liovember A, 1927. On July 17, 1929 ^ 
B"ucha,lter and Shapiro were arrested at the- Harrester Restaurant, charged 
with burglary and malicious mischief, arising out of an alleged attack or. 
a clothing store on Bleeker Street. This, Buchalter stated, vras the first 
time that either he or Shapiro had been involved in any Union job. On 
November 11, 1931, Buchalter was arrested with Shapiro ajid several other 
individuals on a charge of consorting with known, criminals.- -At --this -time, 
Buchalter pointed .out, he was suffering from a peashot in his uye ,and.was_ 
about to move from the apijtmcnt which ho occupied at the Franccnia H;-tel, 
when arresting officers took him and other associates into custody. All 
were subsequently released. On July 12, 1933j Buchalter v.-as again arrested 
on a 722 charge, Virhich is known as Consorting with Known Criminals, to- 
gether with "Trigger Mike" Coppola, in an apajtmcnt in Manhattan. 



Buchalter and Shapiro associated together as young boys and after 
Buchalter finished school in Brooklyn he again began associating with Sha- 
piro, on the lower East Side of :.&nhattan. On August 20, 1931, Buchalter 
married Betty W^sserman, who vias born in PJngland on October 12, 1904.. Her 
father, Abraham Arbeiter, was bom in England, while her mother, Sarah 
Jacobs, was bom in Russia. The family emigrated from London in 1908, 
Both her parents were divorced and later each remarried. Betty attended 
local grade and high school in New York and in 1920 married Jacob Vasserman, 
a World War veteran, who died as the result of an appendi x operation, De- 
cember ^'jQ^^^^^^ ^ Ok-l ahnma. From this marriage a son, 

Folloiving his marriage to Betty, Buchaite^^dogt^ 

Ln and it is said "Lepke" has a very fond regard for 
At the time of Buchalter 's narriage to Betty, Morris Wolensky alias "Dimples" 
and one P. Poveromo were the witnesses, vfolansky's activities "will be de- 
scribed in further detail later on. 

Prior to hGr marriage Betty Buchalter was employed as a night club 
hostess, by Ben Jfeirden, who managed the Palais Royale and other night clubs, 
in New York, She was also employed as hostess at the Kentucky Club on ^Vest 
4-7th Street, Nev,' York City, v/hcre she operated under the name Betty '■"ilson. 
She frequents night clubs considerably, keeps late hours, plays cards and 
the horses to ci considerable extent. On February 19, 1933, Puchaltor, under 
the alias Louis Saffcr, along v/ith Abnor Zv/illman and Ben FCutlow, registered 
at the .i.rlington Hotel, Hot Springs, Arkansas, where they remained until 
i.iarch 6, 1933. Petty Buchalter subsequently joined them. 7/hile at the ho- 
tel thf party livxjd rather extravagantly, spending approxiiviatcly '$1,000 a rc^k, 

A trucking concern engaged in transporting cut work from clothing 
manufacturers to contractors confiplained that their trucks v/ere being inter- 
fered v.dth and that they encountered difficulties when trucking for certain 
manufacturers. A nephew of the ovo^er of the concern reported the matter to 
the police arxl the nephev; was told he would receive a telephone call. Soon 
the phone rang and the caller announced he was "Lepke", The nephew told him 
about his uncle's difficulties, v;hcreupon "Lepke" arjiounctid he v,-o\ild see who 
was involved and would see that there would be no reoccurrence of the diffi- 
culties; From that time on the trucker encountered no interference. 

In the Spring of 1933 both Buchalter and Shapiro invested $20,000 

in cash in the Perfection Coat Minufacturing Co., which has -prieyiously been- - 
ircf erred to and thereafter- Buchalter received a dra^ving account of $200 a 
week for a year. On J&rch 2^, 1933, a machine gun battle between gangsters 
and two armed automobiles occurred at Broadv/ay and 61st Street, in New York, 
The battle is said to have been carried on by rival gangs headed by Waxey 
Gordon on one side and Luciano and Buchalter on the other. As previously in- 
dicated, a rather extensive gang warfare grew out of a misunderstanding which 
occurred early in 1933 betv/een various gangs headed by Waxey Gordon, l&x 
Greenberg, ?/&x Hassall and others, while Luciano, Buchalter and their hench- 
men were opposing these individuals, vrhom they regarded as interlopers. 



Max Greenberg was formerly a St. Louis racketeer and Uax Hassall was char- 
acterised as the Beer Baron of Reading, Pennsylvania. It will also be re- 
called thai early in 1933 ?willman becan-if? affiliated v/ith Luciajio, Buchalter 
and Shapiro and it was said Waxey Gordon imported out-of-tovm killers to 
carry on the war. 

"Dutch" SchultZj as already indicated, figured quite prominently 
in the strife that existed in the underworld at the time. On June 2, 1933, 
Abe lurst, a former chauffeur of Waxsy Gordon, was found slain in a stolen 
car parked in the Morris Park section of the Fronx. On June A, 1933, 
William "Big Pill" Oppenheim^ one of Gordon's lieutenants, was shot and 
killed as he entered his apartment in Paterson, New Jersey. On June 12, 
1933, Fuchalter was arrested in New York City, charged vath consorting v.lth 
criminals and according to police records, was associated at this time v.lth 
"Trigger IJike" Coppola. "Again Buchalter v«s rrleased. 

In the me-antinvfi, Vernf C. Miller, Samuel Schrager and "Bu^s" 
Siegel were in Chicago. in thy Spring of 1933. Schrager was a close friend 
of Buchalter and Miller and it is s-^.id at one timo Miller and Schr^'.gr.r 
were interested in gambling in ifentreal, Canada. As hr>.s be-: n r-.lr.-.ady in- 
dicated, underworld rumors hp.ve pointed to the importation of idllc-r to the 
New York area to carry on some of the killing activities of menbers of the 
"Pig Six'' Combination. On June 17, 1933, the Kansr.s City mass^.crc- was per- 
petrated and on June 21, 1933, Verne filler d: ppjrtrd for Nevf York froir. 
Chicago, instructing his paramour, Vivian Mathias, to follow him to Mev; 
York and go to Buchalter 's hom.c, ?ftcr she had left h*. r d'.ughtcrr in liir.nc— 
sot?.. These instructions were follow'?d and Vivian "kithias was rntert-in?d 
royally by both Fuchalter anc" his v/ife Betty. Buchalter v^as tiic individual 
who would put her in touch with Miller ond arranged for her to jr.eet him at 
various times. On July 30, 1933, Buchalter joined his wife Petty and Mil- 
ler's parrimour at the Sh;;rwood Hotel, Burlington, Vermont. LMring the 
evening Millur's paramour, then knovm as Its, Allen, was heard to say she 
had jnst' travlled some fifteen hundred miles and later Bucm^lter made some 
comment inquiring as tc why someone did not surrender. Durir.5 the period 
that Miller's paramour was in the East he made trips to Montreal v/ith Betty 
Buchalt,er, where they visited numerous ni^ht clubs and did considerable 
sightseeing around the city. 

In the meantime it was ascertained Samuel Schragcr was '.Yrntrd ,?.s 
?. parole violator and- investigation revealed he was originally released on ' ' 
parole from Clinton Prison, November 21, 1925. Subsequently he v/.?s returned 
to Sing Sing as a parole violator and re-paroled from that institution on 
October 1, 1929. He absconded from parole supervision and was declared de- 
linquent, April 1, 1931. Schrager was reputed to bo an important member of 
Buchal ter ' s ran chine . 

Little is known of Fuchalter 's ?.ctivitios during th^' reraiinder of 
the Summer of 1933, although it is known on August 31st, Fuchalter called 
Dixif^ Davis, the attorney, and asked him to come to his hotel th:>t night. 
On Septemb'-r 11, 1933, Fuchalter applied for -? passport, statin^ he in- 
tended to visit France and Czechoslovakia, for his ht;alth. 
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Buchalter at the time gave his address as the office of his brother, 
• Dr. PJmanuel Buchalter. Buchalter sailed on the S/S "J&uretania" on 
September 22, 1933. proceeding to Carlsbad for treatment of a kidney 

^mm^^mHH^^^^Vl'rom London they proceeded by air from the 
Croydon Airport to LeBorguet, France. 

Returning for the moment to Verne Ifiller, on October 23, 1933j 
it was ascfcjrtaincd that Al Silvers alias Al Silverman, a member of the 
Zwillman gang, purchased a Ford coupe in New York, v/hich v/as abandoned 
by Mller in Chicago, following his getav/ay on November 2, 1933 • Another 
racketeer associated vdth Buchalter procured an automobile driver's 11- 
ccnsfi for ivillor. It developed that Al Silvers 'was one of the more 
important members of the Z^yillman gang and the investigation reflected 
that on lay 13, 1932, Silvers v/as picked up after he left a hotel and a 
gun was found in his car. He v;as acquitted, however, on a charge of 
carrying a gun inasmuch as physical possession was not proven. Silvers 
was charged in a con^jlaint filed November 6, 1933, with conspiracy to 
conceal and harbor a Federal fugitive. However, on November 20, 1933, 
his body was found near Somers, Connecticut, draped over a barbed %virc 
fence, after he had been stabbed seven times in the head, once over the 
heart and had been strangled v/ith his own necktie and a clothesline '.vhich 
had bKcn knotted about his neck. He v/as unclothed but covered by a 
bloody blanket. Buchalter advised Special Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation on November 28, 1933, that he knew Silvers as a liquor 
operator; that ho got along well -/ilth all the boys. Buchalter admitted 
he v;as in the State of Connecticut on the v.-eekend of November nineteenth, 
at the homo of some respectable people, where he participated in a week- 
end pinochle game. 

" At this point Buchalter was advised, in the presence of his at- 
torney, that Vorne C. Mller was a fugitive from justice and a v/arrant was 
outstanding for his arrest, A\iicreupon Buchalter said, "No one v.lll have 
anything to do with lfi.ller nowj' and then added, "If ^fi.llv^r shows up in 
Nevf YorJc you'll know about it," On the follo-i\dng day, November 29, 1933, 
Verne JiLllor's lifeless body was found in a ditch in Cambridge and Harlov; 
Streets, Detroit, about eleven miles from the ci.ntcr of the city. He 
had been tied very -securely in a jackknifc position vdth his legs drawn 
close to his bocy and his arms pulled securely to his sides, Kis body ras 
wrapped in two apparently brand new blankets emd an automobile robe of 
cheap material. All identification marks had been removed. 
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It may well be concluded that Buchaltcr was under obligation 
to Miller, -who did many jobs for his gang in the early part of 1933, by 
way of exterminating members of the ''fexey Gordon gang. It inay also be 
observed that the vigorous investigation seeking the apprehension of 
Killer and Al Silvers was getting uncoaifortably close to Buchalter and 
his organization.. It vdll be recalled that on the afternoon of Nove.-n- 
bor 28th, Buchalter admitted that Samny Schrager was out of tho city and he 
expected him back in a fev/ days. 

Buchalter also related that sometime in 1932 Verne Miller 
came to Nev>- York tity with Gue Wj.nkler and at that time "it *as his under- 
standing that "'finkier and IS-llcr had some sort of contract v.'ith a larpe 
whiskey distillery, v;hereby they were to receive a certain amount of money 
on each case of liquor they could run into this country and Winkler and 
Miller had attempted to line up some customers and Buchalter v.-as instru- 
mental in introducing them to certain bootleggers. At that time he knew 
Verne Miller's real identity. He also added that he had knov.n SaTjny 
Schrager all his life, having b.H,n brought up with him. Ke then went on 
to relate that early in 1933 he had gone to Los Angeles v.lth Zv.lllman and 
Ben Kutlov;, Later they went to Hot Springs, Arkansas, where >ake Coppola 
joined the party. A few days later, before they left Hot Springs, f'iiller 
and his paramour arrived there and remained at the hotel and he took care 
of their bill. He also stated he sav; Frank Nash and his vrife in Hot 
Springs , at the time and admitted attending a large dinner party at which 
Verne Jiiller and Frank Nash were present. Vihile in Hot Springs ho met a 
man named "Dutch" but was not certain v.-hether this was "Dutch" Akers, Chief 
of Detectives at Hot Springs, who was subsequently convicted. The last 
time he saw idller, he claim.ed, v;as in February or early in i^^rch, 1933> 
although it is of course known thie is not true, since he saw him in the 
summer. 

On November 6, 1933, Buchalter and Shapiro, as previously indicated, 
were indicted in the Protective Fur Dressers Corporation case and the Fur 
Dressers Factor Corporation case. It is believed that ''Buchalter was intro- 
duced to'. Verne iiiller by Benjamin Kutlov/^, who resided in a penthouse on 
Central Park '/Vest, New York City, and who travelled around considerably v/ith 
Buchalter and Zv/illraan. On November 22, 1933, Buchalter and Shapiro were 
arraigned on their indictments and released on bond. They were surrendered 
at this time by their. attorney, J. "Arthur" Adler and again Buchalter gave the 
address of his brother, tho dentist, as his residence. 

On June 28, 1935, Buchalter, accoirfianied by his wife and son, 
sailed from New York, On August 1st or 2nd of that year nev.-spaper stories 
appeared to the effect that Buchalter and Shapiro had left the country in 
order to eocape the local investigation which v/as then in progress in New 
York County, On August 12, 1935, the case against the Protective Fur 
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Dressers Corporation v/as called and Attorney J. Arthur Adler appeared on 
behalf of Buchalter, advising he had gone to Europe for his vdfe's health, 
Shapiro appeared. On September 3, 1935, Buchalter returned to New York 
City, along vdth "Celia", who had accompanied them. It is also knov.n 
that iiooney Levy, Joseph Stacher alias "Doc" Rosen and his paramour, 
Gloria Reynolds, accoirpanied Buchalter on his trip to Europe in 1935. 
Later Betty Buchalter stated her husband rtent to Carlsbad to take the 
necessary baths in connection with a course of treatments for stcnvach 
ailments, although as already indicated^ his attorney had stated that 
Buchalter '.vent to Europe for his vdfe's health. 

From October 26, 1936 until November 12, 1936, Buchalter and 
Shapiro v/ere on trial, vi^ich resulted in their conviction. On Novenier 
12th, Buchalter was incarcerated in the Federal House of Detention at 
New York City, along vdth Shapiro. Both were released on Deceir.ber 3) 
1936, on JflOjOOO bail, which was put up by Nathan Borish, by Federal 
Judge Ihrtin T. '/anton, -vho has since been convicted. It has been 
strongly rumored in this connection that Jvdge hrinton had been approached, 
although these rumors h?.ve not b?en definitely established. 

From the time that Buchalter became a fugitive, along v.lth 
Shapiro, extensive investigation was conducted. It was believed after 
a lapse of a fev,- months, that Buchalter v.-as definitely in hiding and -.vas 
not in open contact with his old associates ♦ This opinion was later borne 
out following Buchalter 's apprehension, v/hen it was determined that he 
had maintained his fufritive status in ^Vxirihattan ,. Follovdnp the accidental 
killing of Isadore Penn, who resided in the sajre building vdth Philip 
Orslovsky, considerable pressure was brought to bear in New York City 
and innumerable stater:ents appeared in the press to the effect rhat 
Buchalter v/as gradually seeking to exterminate all vdtnosses v;ho could 
appear against him. It can nov: be revealed that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, fearing this, had affidavits taken from some of the v.lt- 
nesses, in the presence of a Federal District Judge,, and their statements 
recorqied by sound movies. The New York Authorities, issued a #25,000 
reward for Buchalter "dead or alive". Ti.e extensive investigation vhich 
had been launched by Special Agents of the FBI throughout the Nation began 
to bear fruit. As the old contacts of Buchalter and Shapiro v:erc established 
and the details of their relationships ascertained, the time had arrived 
to take son:e action.. A Federal Grand Jury in New York City was summoned. 
Subpoenas were served by FBI Agents cr the big shot racketeers in various 
sections of the U, S,, summonir:g them to ippear before the Grand Jury, All 
of these individuals were definitely knovn^. to have been associated vdth 
Buchalter and Shapiro or to have been well acquainted vdth them. Ir. the 
parlance of the undenvorld, "The heat was on." They faced the Grand Jury 
with the realization that the FBI Agents knew in detail their activities 
and were confronted vdth one of tvro possibilities, either telling the 
truth or refusing to answer questions. One of the individuals Lamented 
his plight to a Special Agent, stating "If you fellows keep this up you 
are going to ruin the entire United States, " meaning that once the operations 
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of these individuals were brought out into the open they could no longer 
successfully continue their nefarious activities v^iich flourished in 
darkness. Up to this point they had depended upon corrupt political 
domination and alliances in their local conanunities for protection, and 
now thoy wore facing a greater pov/er than theirs, a power which the greedy 
local politicians could not move or suppress. At the beginning of the 
Grand Juiy numerous efforts v/ere made through various channels to persuade 
the FBI to lessen the pressure that was being brought to bear and yihen 
all of this failed, negotiations for the adirission of defeat and the 
surrender of Buchalter were advanced. 

The Federal Grand Jury which met at Nev/ York City in the 
Sunmer of 1939, studied in detail methods of operation of Buchalter and 
Shapiro, /^ThQ j^nn )£:a~^-r^--- n[p "^'1'^-',^^ 'ianuf TtiiiP'^ ? Company wers -analyzed

'^'^ TTi pi't n yi Ti th h n rhnn '-nc-f^hn i i i i ' i"i "T ii i i 1 T^i ii 'l i i i ll i i 1 *^^ In the meanti.Tie underworld 
associates who were being forced to appear before the^ Grand Jury became 
insistent in making overtures to representatives of the FBI, and following 
a Sunday evening broadcast by ijr, Yt'alter Y/inchell, at which time }ir. 
Winchell was authorized by the Director of the FBI, to publicly state that 
Buchalter 's civil rights would be respected and raintaiued should he 
surrender, a series of nerve-rackir^ negotiations began. Telephone calls 
were received, asking carefully worded questions as to the outcome of the 
proceedings against Buchalter. After several days, the Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation issued an ultimatum that no further 
consideration would be given Buchalter unless he surrendered by 4- P» K,, 
on August 24, 1939. Then came another phone call, instructing that the 
intermediary, Walter V/inchcll, "drive up to Proctor's Theatre in Yonkcrs".. 
Before reaching the theatre a car loaded with strangers drew alongside the 
automobile driven by TValter Winchell,. One of the men got out, holding a 
handkerchief over his face, and instructed Vdnchell to go to the drugstore 
on the corner of 19th Street and 8th Avenue j to enter one of the phone 
booths' and about nine o'clock sonr.eone would corr.o up to him and tell him 
where to notify the G-ifen to meet him, Pron^jtly at nine o'clock an individual 
approached ard stated,, "go back in there and tell Hoover to be at 28th 
.Street on 5th Avenue between 10:10 and 10:20,^^ 



In accordance with the representations vjhich had been irade, the 
Director, imaccompanied, kept the rendezvous. At 10:17 the search ended 
when "Lcpke", wearing dark cl3.ssas, disguised with a mustache, kept his 
word. Although a little excited, he seemed anxious to talk, to talk to 
someone new, after being in the shadows for over two years, probably vdth 
many other hunted men. He inunediately throw away his glasses, stating, 
"I don't need them any more" and then added, "I •'.TOuld like to see my 
wife And kid, please". Kis wishes v/ere acceded to. The man hxmt Avhich 
extended from coast to coast and across the seas, had come to an end, and 
with it, it is hoped, the terror that stalked throut;h the }£ast Side of j.:an- 
hattan foi- years, 

Buchalter had closely observed proceedings which v/ere instituted 
against his associates of many years, Shapiro, v<ho on Jime 17, 1938, was 
sentenced to serve three additional years and pay a :U5,000 fine in the 
Federal District Court for the Southorn District of New York, in connec- 
tion vdth the indictment returned against him as a result of his activities 
in the Fur Dressers Factor Corporation case.

He says he came to 
know, as one by one he sent members o^A^urdcr Inc. to the death house, 
that they were alike in at least one respect. He says, ' iney all had killers' 
eyes." He noticed this in Abe ("Kid Twist") Reles, the informer who ad- 
mitted casually on the witness stand that he had destroyed ii men with gun, 
knife and fire. He saw it in Allic Tannenbaum, the second informer, who had 
admitted personal part in six murders; in Seymour ("Blue Jaw") Magoon, 
who took part in as many before he became a state witness against the mob. 
The look was in "Happy" Maione's eyes, in "Dasher" Abbenjjsndo's, in 
;Mendy Weiss's, in Louis Capone's, even in Sholem Bernstein's, and Bernstein 
'is only a "stoolic," a self-labeled "rat," or gang s<^ucaler. 

Killer eyes, Prosecutor Tiu:kus came to know, arc something you can 
dramatize for a jury. You point them out to jurors and pretty soon they sec it. 
It is the unmistakable mark of the beast. Mr. Turkus proceeded happily on 
this theory and gloated inwardly as each new batch of Murder Inc. d^endants 
came up for trial. He says, "I got the feeling that the theory was perfect, and 
it held up in every case— until I turned, one morning in the trial room, and 
looked into Lepke's eyes." The prosecutor was actually startled by what he 
saw. "It jarred me," he confidift 
- '-'Lepkc— who was born Loui^BudidKr— has warm, soft brown eyes. They 
are^ inordinately large. ' 'Like' 'a 'Acer's, or a fawn's," Mr, Turkus tells you,;^^ff^ 
with something like awe. "They never hardened." The gazelle eyes made no 
sense to the prosecutor. They dispelled a theory, for Lcpke was the boss 
killer. As head of Murder Inc., or the Combination as its own members called 
it, he had ordered the death of anywhere from 60 to 80 men. By all standards 
his eyes should have been like Jack Diamond's, Vincent Coil's, "Lucky" 
Luciano's, Al Capone's. Psychiatrists who have examined Ilepke since Mr. 
, Turkus sent him to the Sing Sing Prison death house have merely affirmed 
that Lcpke is diflFcrcnt from all these. 

j They found no mental twist, nothing psychotic in his make-up. He seemed 
always affable under examination, his mind crystal clear. They were a little 
puzzled, as Mr. Turkus had been, by Lepke's curious blandness, his seeming 
humility. "The man is actually diffident," one psychiatrist noted in bewil- 
derment. If there were any deviations from normal in Lcpke, they were not 
apparent and exhaustive interviews, fitted with the cleverest oral bait, failed 
to bring them to the surface.

old. Lcpfce is extremely fond of the boy and carries his photograph 
inside the bacic cover of his diamoad-scudded platinum watch. Mrs. 
Buchalter likes night clubs and gaiety, bat her husband preferred 
quiet — a book or a magazine, an occasional game of golf, sometimes 
a bit of pinochle. He never drank to excess. He liked Miami and be- 
fore the war occasionally went abroad. 

All through the Prohibition era, when the blustery beer barons 
were whooping things up and getting their names in the public 
prints, Lepke kept building bis rackets apace but shrank £rom the 
limelight. When he was brought in for the Little Augie murder he 
was booked as Louis Buckhaus and newspapers referred to him by 
that name for the next five or six years. Gsmparatively few, even in 
New York City, knew he was one of the so-called Big Five of New 
York's underworld. There was sioister magic in the name Lepke 
only among his shivering victims and among the disloyal in his 

cabinet. Lepke had figured out, soon after he put his pet thecvies .'^ 

into practice, that ' 'Where there are no witnesses, there ace no indicv^ 
ments." When investigations threatened he sent possible vritnesses 
far out of the jurisdiction and supplied them with fvuds. If they 
came back they were "hit." ^, 

The police were aware of Lepke's dark pjuwer, but since he neither 
did his own killing nor took part in mwhem and slugging expedi- 
tions but merely delegated them to thi proper departments in his 
orgioiiation, the detectives could never pin a charge against him. 
One day in June 193J he and "Trigger Mike" Coppola were arrested 
in a handsome flat on the thirteenth floor of a rather snooty apart- 
ment house in East 68th Street. Detectives searching the place found 
closets crammed with expensive but conservative clothes, a rather 
elaborate collection of golf equipment but no weapons. There were 
ho guns because Lepke has always been careful to move without one. 
The only charge the police could make against The Judge was va- 
grancy, but he had $800 in cash in his pockets and the charge was 
thin. Tliey turned him loose on court order.

Early m his major ventures, Lepke had established close business 
relatiqbship with Lucky Luciano. They loaned gunmen to one 
another. When Lucky decided, for sample, that Dutch Schultz was j 
getting to be a nuisance, he borrowed some of Lepke's guns to < vi^* 

liquidate Dutch. Charlie C 'The Bug") Workman, Mendy Weiss and 
^j. a man named Piggy did the job. Piggy, incidentally, -went cold on 
the assignment at the last minute, but 'The Bug put a gun to him and 
. Dutch and three of his aides died in an £ut Park Street tavern the 
night of Oct. 13, a!t"ib:jo^. m. T^eBug gat'jfit Dutchman. 
'.- .but Mendy Weiss claimed tftis hie L,cpke coldly ^jrarnld both to stop 
i iquarrcling about it.

nc atst. "That boy scout, ' they said. "He'll get somewhere like a 
duck hitched to a post." Mr. Dewey set Lepke, Gurrah Jake and 
Lucky Luciano at the top of his list. He started digging scared and 
reluctant witnesses from among the hordes who were enslaved by 
lipke in the industrial rackets. Lepke got ner\-ous. Gurrah Jake was 
for Dewey 's assassination, but Lepke knew what would happen even 
. if it could be done. "We'll have the whole world around our ears." 
he prophesied gloomily. "That's no good." 

In 1937, Lepke and GuttSdlf- Jake -wetc indicted in the Federal 
Court to Manhattan for violation of the antitrust laws in connection 
with their racketeering ite the rabbit fur-dressing industry and for 
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violation of the narcotics law. By this time, Lepkc had scattered- 
possible Dewey witnesses far and wide across the countr)' and was 
maintiiining them -in their hide-outs. Lcpke, Gurrah Jake and Max 
Silverman, their straw boss in the bakery racket, were also indicted 
for extortion. Lcpke and Gurrah Jake fled, and from his hiding place 
Lepke ordered the destruction of key witnesses. Murder Inc. had 
seen a lot of men die, but not as fast as they did during this period. 
Suprcm? Court Justice Ferdinand Pecora, who had been designated 
to hear the cases, was horrified. 

The underworld stood by Lepkc for 2.1 months. One of the Italian 
gang leaders in Brooklyn hid him for a while tn the Oriental Dance 
Hall in Coney Island. This hideout was uncomfortable. Kid Twist 
found a Brooklyn waterfront flat, run by a red-haired virago, and 
Lcpke boarded there a while. He grew a full mustache and wore dark 
glasses. He still collected from many of his labor victims and still 
drew heavy earnings from the fi.aleigh Manufacturing Corp., a cloth- 
ing firm with offices at zoo Fifth Avenue and a factory in Baltimore, 
which he controlled. 

When the waterfront flat grew tiresome, Lcpke moved to an apart- 
ment in a large house on Foster Avenue in the Flatbush district in 
Brooklyn. Here he was the "paralyzed husband" of a Mrs. Walker, 
who had a 19-year-old son. When anyone knocked at the door, 
Lepke would let his arms go limp and would assume a paralytic pose 
in his armchair by the fire-escape window. Here he received Kid 
Twist and his other agents, directed his multitudinous affairs, or- 
dered the dispatch of men who might get to Mr. Dewey or to the 
federal authorities. The victims were stabbed with ice picks, shot 
and dropped into Catskill streams. One was throttled and burned in 
a Brooklyn lot. Lepke' s own men were terrified. They watched each 
other warily. 

Trigger fingers sometimes slipped 

Max Rubin, who had been a Lcpke straw boss in the garment cen- 
ter, was shot in the neck one night on Gunhill Road in the Bronx 
after he had appeared before Mr. Dewey. The marksmanship was 
•hid, and Rubin survived to be the most damaging witness against 
Lepkc at trials later. In their zeal to fulfil Judge Louie's orders, the 
Lepke gunmen accidentally murdered Irving Pcnn, an innocent music 
publisher. They mistook him for Phil Orlovsky, a potential witness 
against Lepke. This added to public indignation. The city of New 
York put a $15,000 reward on Lepke's head. The federal government 
previously had offered $5,000. 

Finally, word came to Brooklyn firom J. Edgar Hoover's office that 
if Lcpke was not turned over within 71. hours, a host of FBI men 
would be turned loose on the borough and a merciless campaign 
would be started against all the mobs, Lepke's as well as others'. 
One of the big Italian gang bosses knew that this meant business. 
He passed the word to Lcpke and a plan for surrender was worked 
out. A little after jo o'clock the night of Aug. 14, 1939 Lcpke got 
out of an automobile on Fifrh Avenue i.Srh Str^rr, still wear- 
ing the dark glasses and ^iie mustache. He vvas somewhat heavier 
than when he had gone into hiding. Waiting for him in a sedan was 
the columnist, Walter Winchcll, dbosen intermediary in the surren- 
der. Winchell spoJce to a heavy-set man, wearing dark glasses like 
lipke's, sitting diep in the tonneau. 

iic said, "Mr. Hoover, this is Lepke." 

Lepkc removed his own glasses, dashed them on the pavement. 
"How do you do?" he said politely. "Glad to meet you. Let's go."

i Tl^ strain was too much for Kid Twist. He had pretended he had 
tio rejuorje ,0 vcr sending his fellow mea-at-arms to the death house. 
He had kept up his waggery— throwing wet toilet paper wads at 
>jettctives assigned to guard him in the Hotel Half Moon in Coney 
Idind; escaping from them and calling them from a telephone in the 
l^by— but early on the morning of Nov. 11,1941 he was found dead 

she ground outside the hotel. He had gone out the window. This 
news got to Sing Sing Prison by criminal grapevine with incredible 
speed. Inmates who had known Kid Twist gloated at his death. Pros- 
ecutor Turkus heard that someone in the death house had remarked 
bitterly, "There's one canary who found out he could sing but 
couldn't fly. " A canary, in underworld parlance, is any informer who 
"sings," or squeals, on his mates. 

On Oct. 10, 1541 Prosecutor Turkus opened his case in Kings 
County Court. in Brooklyn before Judge Franklin Taylor, against 
. Louis Capone.tMendy Weiss and Louis Buchalter, charged with first 
degree murder. Nine defense lawyers opposed him. Lepke had been 
brought from Leavenworth for the trial. He was tanned from out- 
door prison labor, his dark hair was chinned on top, but his face was 
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lau it night. Timilx the car stopped at a curb somewheie aroimd 
t5oth Screec. 

"It was raioing pitchforks, coming down in totieats," Robio 
testified. 

"When the car stopped," Mr. Turkus wanted to know, "did you 
see somebody?" 
. "Lepke." 

Lepke was huddled under a dripping awning before a darkened 
store. Rubin walked over to him, aware of something sinister in the 
cold, unmoving form. 

' 'Lepke wanted to know why I came back again. He asked mc how 
old I was. I said I was 481. That was my age at that tiioe. Lepke said, 
"That's a ripe age.* " 

Ripe enough, apparently. A few nights later one of Lepke's gun- 
, tn, trying to kill Rubin, put into his neck the slug that now causes 
Rubin to walk with his head on one side. 

Allie Taaoeobaum, skinny, slant<yed, almost Japanese in facial 
contour, confirmed Rubin's testimony. He had heard Lepke say of 
Rosen, 'There is one sonofabitch will never go downtown." 'Taa- 
oeobaum told how Mcndy Weiss had boasted of the Rosen killing, 
had described how he murdered Rosen and~how the sadistic "Pitts- 
burgh Phil" Strauss took unnecessary pot shots at the body. Lepke, 
Tannenbaom told the }ury, seemed unmoved when he heard this. His 
reaction was, ' 'What's the di£Fereace as long as everyone is clean and 
got away all right?" 

When Judge Taylor passed the death teoKnce, Lepke's soft browa 
eyes didn't change or harden. He heard the court solemnly pro- 
nounce chat he, Weiss and Capone were to be delivered to Sing Sing 
"theft to suffer death by execution during the week of Jan. 4, 1341-" 
He mopped at his tanned face with a soiled handkerchief bat the 
blaodaess never altered. His tongue worked briefly inside one cheek 
and his fingers teased, that was all. 

Capone and Weiss were detivcred to the east wing death bouse sooa 
afterward. Lepke was taken back 10 Leavenworth Penitentiary, still 
a federal charge. A few weeks ago, though. Attorney General Biddle 
turned him over to New York State. He was driven to the prison 
under heavy guard. He was placed in the first cell to the right as you 
enter the west wing. He was docile then. He has been docile ever 
since— docile, with the same peculiar diffidence that so startled 
Prosecutor Turkus when he first became aware of it.. Death-bouse 
keepers haven't been able to make him out. When other condemned 
men shout and call hoarsely to one another, Lepke is silent, stiU the 
eztxaotdiitaty little man with the deer eyes who doesn' t liice to talk.

COLLINS thinks it would be helpful if he could have considerable 
background information concerning BUCHALTER to use in cross 
examining his subject.

BACKBROgHD t 

Louis "Lspks" Buchalter was bom in Nev Yortc City 
on February 6, 1097* the son of Barnctt Buchalter, who had ccrae to 
America froa Russia and operated a hardware shop on the lower 
East Side of New York City. His mother was refined and well 
educated* and one sister was a school teacher. His brothers 
included a dentist and a rabbi. In his youth. Buehalto* attended 
the public schools and assisted his father in the operation of 
the hardware store until his father's death in 1909. Later, 
the fanily moved to Brooklyn. After coapleting grade school 
in 1910, Buchalter obtained employment an a salesman for a concern 
engaged in distributing theatrical goods.

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CRIMINAL CAREER : 

Buchalter was first arrested on September 2, 1915 « on 
a charge of burglary. Released by the grand ;Iury. he was n«rt ar- 
rested in January. 1916. on a similar charge, but he was again 
released. His first real brush with law enforcement came the 
following iBonth. when he was arrested at Bridgeport. Connecticut, 
charged with the theft of a grip from an automobile. Following 
his conviction, he was sentenced to the Connecticut ReformatmT' 
at Cheshire. Conneetiout. where he was received in Kay* 1916. 

For the next dosen years Buchalter was in and out of 
ptSkBon on numerous occasions, being arrested on charges including 
burglary, armed robbery, grand larceny and consorting with 
criminals. During this time, be became closely associated 
with Jacob Shapiro, and the notorious careers of the two were 
closely allied thereafter. 

IXsring the early 1930 *s. Buchalter dnd Shapii^o tu:^ried 
to the lucrative rackets irtiioh were plaguing the entire New York 
area. In the years that followed, they built a criminal empire

metropolitan dalllea. With the typical weapons of their Ilk, 
they attacked the poultry, fur, artichoke and clothing 
Industries. Brutality, violence. Intimidation and vandalism 
irere their stock in trade as they moved in on flourishing 
businesses* Lead pipes, stench bcmbs, bullets and strong* 
amed bandits were tlie tools they used. Zt was soon obvious 
that it was far less painful to give the outlaws their "cut' 
than to defy them. One New York man, sitting quietly at hone, 
was approaohed by a stranger carrying a folded newspaper. Not 
a word was spoken as the intruder took from the newspaper a 
bottle of add which he dashed Into the face of the Innocent 
victim, leaving him seriously burned and scarred for life. The 
owner of a business in New Jersey learned tte ways of the 
racketeers when his plant was bombed. Buchalter's hirelings, / 
amed with iron pipes wrapped in newspapers and with guns, staged 
a daring attack on the headquarters of a union while a meeting; 
was in progress. Another enemy of the rackets was found in a 
ditch in Detroit, tied securely in a Jaekknlfe position. 

Once established as a kingpin of this vicious empire, \ 
Louis BUehaltcr found it convenl«it and undoubtedly much safer 
to retire behind the scenes. He became one of the wealthiest v 
of men; living In sumptuous luxury and directing his reign of \ 
terror from afar. ,4^ 

Although arrested on many ooeaslons» he seemed to be 
immune to punlstaent. Finally^ however, towards the end of 1936, 
authorities started to dose in. In November of that year he 
was convicted, with Shapiro, for violation of the Federal 
antitrust laws. The following August, Buohalter and Shapiro 
were indicted, with 14 others, by a grand jury of New York City 
for conspiracy to extort money from clothing manufacturers. 
With a long list of other ohutEes about to be leveled against 
him, Buchalter decided to go into hiding. Be dropped out of 
sight, but irtille continuing the tremendous investigations necessary 
to bring him to Justice, authorities directed their attention to 
his henchmen. Federal and lood grand Juries begiui studying 
in detail the methods and records of the racketeers. Buohdter*s 
underworld associates were being forced to appear in court. 
Big shot mobsters in vsrlous parts of the United States were 
summoned to appear before grand Juries. In #hort, "the heat 
was on." The hoodlums facing the grand Juries realised that 
the whole illegitimate empire was cruBd>llng, with Buchdter 
ap^*ently about to squirm out fron under It. NO^ York 
authorities, however, had not forgotten him. They Issued a 
$25,000 reward for him, dead or dive. The investigation of 
the FBX to locate Buchdter was intensified, and the pressure 
from the underworld for Buehdter*8 appearanee mounted. Flndly, 
in August, 1939 « Buchdter found that he could no longer hide, and 
he was forced to give himself up to the FBI.
